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REMARKS 


Che The following flying activities were observed at seuruncin airfield during the 
period from 8 through 18 October 195?: . 
8 October, Individual MiG. “15s practiced flying. 
9 October. There was a little flying by MiG-15s in formations of two. The 

J eeeee landed individually. the weather was very cloudy. 
10 October. There was heavy flying by swept-back ject fichters which took off |. 
in groups of two and practiced flying in formations of four, MiG-15s with and 
without auxiliary fuel tanks were observed, 
11 October. At &:30 a.m., one swept-back jet fighter took off, and subsequently 
there was dying by Po-2s until noon. . 
(12 October. At S pom., the alert planes, which were fitted with auxiliary fuel 
tanks were seen a the eastern end of the rumay. “ixteen additional swept-back 
jet fighters and 2 single-engine planes werc counted. 
13 October. There was individual flying from 9 a.m, to @ p.m. The weather was 
clou 


15 October, there was no flying. The weather was rainy, and the ceiling was 
very low. , 


16 October. There was flying from 6:30 a.m, to 19:L5 nom. Swept~back jet 
firhtore took off in grouns of two stagrered to the right and practiced, flying 
in formations of two 

18 October. There was no flying. The weather was rainy, visibility po-r, and 


the ceiling rather low. 1 


2. The planes of the alert flight were parked on the turf at the southern gad of 
the runway, either on its western or eastern side, depending on the direction 
of the wind, The alert planes were sern there at day and nicht. When flying 
was conducted at. the field, additional jet f ighters were lined up by the side 
of the alert planes, Rece ntly, the flight control truck, which was fitted with 
a plexiglass cupola, has remained near the take-off point after flying was 
discontinued. . 

35. The board fence along Wittstocker ‘trasre is about 2.3 meters high and gllows 
no observation of the field. The fence is about 16 meters west of Wittstocker 
Otrasse. A shallow drainage ditch, which is usually dry, runs Eaton, the road 
at the northern edge of the field end the board fence south of the ganmaup ition 
dump. ‘oviet vehicles often entered or left the field through the gap on 
Wittstocker ‘trasse, They proceede! on a road which leads to the ec 
hangar. The vehicles were not cheexed when enterins the airfield are 
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hy the sinrle-story temporary building cbrerved south of the cast end

“A wire fenee had. been built alonr the south side cf this road which 
was oven to civilian traffic, There is a thicket on the east side of 
Wittstocker .trasse near the settlement. Cardens and individval hich trece 
werc also observed in this areca. The cemetery is separated from witt- 
stocker Strasce by « stone wall which ctortinues as a wooden Ponce 

toward the north, At this placc, there is a very dense bov-tree hedre. 
From) the hedre, the terrain rises to the east, the hi hest noint of 

this clevation is crowned by a monument from which cone has a very rood 
view of the airfield arca. The path which runs alone Klapprraben on the 
southwestern border of the field can only be ured by perrons rrovided 
with ereeial passes. Another field rath varalleling this cath cbout 

500 meters to the south was net muarded. -. thicket about = neter hirh 
axtends from the var in the fenee on .ittstecker ‘tratec as Far ar the 
terrain behind the formir hancars.

Two buildings, which looked live barne 
were standing at the southern edre of uhe field, couth of Klann. raben, 
Bach of the two buildines was guarded by 8 Bonbry who wore redsbordered 
black epaulets and war surrounded by a fence. The sentrics lived in 2 
Wocdon hut in ea eand nit, ~ nermanent bvilding on the weet side of the 
Sield war oecuniscd by civiiians.,. High urees were observed in the garden 
which surrounded this houre.
